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EDUCAT10XAL BONUS LA W. 


The supreme court of Wisconsin has 


always been classed as a democratic 
court. Its opinions and decisions have 
hcen constantly refreshing evidence of 
the basic principle of our government, 
that within constitutional limitations, the 
majority must rule. The recent decision 
of the court in the soldiers' educational 
bonus law, enacted at the special session 
of the legislature, has been received by 
the public with general satisfaction. 


The soldiers* educational bonus law is 


of far reaching importance to the state 
of Wisconsin, to the fair enactment and 
administration of its laws, to the creation 
of an era of good feeling among its peo- 
ple as well as the dissemination of educa- 
tional facilities among the young men 
who so loyally and heroically endured 
hardship and privation that its institu- 
tions niight endure. Already over ten 
thousand men from Wisconsin, who have 
'served in the army, have indicated their 
desire to take advantage of the educa- 
tional feature of the law, and upwards of 
five thousand of these soldiers are now 
attending the grea.t institutions of learn- 
ing, and actually receiving their benefits. 
The law gives to the soldiers thirty dol- 
lars a month while in regular attendance 
at an educational institution. It makes 
possible, particularly to men of limited 
means, a university training with all that 
that means for their futures. 


Wisconsin passed this law modestly! 


Wisconsin knew that it could not repay 
these men for what they had done for 
Wisconsin. But Wisconsin wanted to do 
its utmost to benefit these men, and^also 
to impress upon them a measure of' the 
appreciation which this state has for the 
splendid services rendered to it by its 
soldiers. 


When1 the supreme court approached 


the decision of the validity of the law, it 
encountered many delicate and intricate 
problems which had to be surmounted in 
order that the law might live, and the 
men get the benefits which the people of 
the state wanted them to have. It has 
been one of the fundamental principles 
of our form of government that money 
shall not be expended except for "public' 
purposes.** Upon a superficial examina- 
tion of the law one might conclude that 
the purposes were not public in the broad 
meaning^ usually ascribed to that term, 
but were, in fact, private in the sense that 


1 the benefits were being reaped by indi- 
viduals, and not the public generally. The 
supreme court of Wisconsin looked be- 
yond this artificial argument, and in char- 
acteristically, strong language construed 
the soldiers' educational bohusTbill as an 
appropriation of funds for "public pur- 
poses," although the funds were to go di- 
rectly to "the'cx-sbldicrs to insure them 
an education. The language of the court 
is forward-looking language. ,Thcre arc 
•iio cobwebs on it. It is language in keep- 
ing with our age and time. The court said 
that the purpose of the law "is not to 
make the soldier financially whole, but to 
express gratitude, and stimulate love of 
country in those that give, in those that 
receive, and in the public at large, lo the 
end that an impressive object lesson in 
patriotism may be engraved in the hearts 
of all." Answering the contention thai 
patriotism was not a public purpose, the 
court said that "since it is the duty of Hie 
government to maintain domestic tran- 
quility. and since that can be successfully 
done only by the patriotic devotion of its 
citizens, the stimulation of patriotism be- 
comes a public or governmental func- 
tion." 


The supreme court of Wisconsin went 


out of its way to pay a generous compli- 
ment lo the Wisconsin men in the army. 
It speaks the deep gratitude of the people 
of Ihc stale lo those who so signally and 
heroically performed Ihc lask lhal called 
them into action, and who stomped llic 
Wisconsin soldier as Ihc bravest and 
most efficient among Ihc soldiers of the 
world. II said: "A free govcrnnicnrs 
best guaranty of security lies in Ihc cn- 
ligblcnmcnl of ils people. This is true 
Imlh in lime of peace and in lime of war. 
The proved efficiency of our soldiers was 
in large measure due lo their excellent 


education both technical and general, in 
their power of initiative and in their wil- 
lingness and ability lo assume personal 
responsibility whenever the occasion de- 
manded." 


The people of the stale of Wisconsin 


arc well satisfied with the legislation en- 
acted both as to the money bonus and the 
educational bonus as well. The soldiers 
of Wisconsin arc well satisfied for they 


• have been shown in clear and impressive 
.manner that their government is grateful 
for, and deeply appreciates their services. 


THE RAILROAD STRIKE ISSUE. 


The threatened railroad strike raises 


an issue of vital importance to the na- 
tion. The brotherhoods have presented to 
the railroad administration what consti- 
tutes an ultimatum for an increase in 
wages. This demand the director-general 
has refused, and the men arc now carry- 
ing their case to the president of the 
United Stales. 


A rail strike at this time would be a 


public "alamity. Transportation already 
is in a more or less chaotic state, due to 
the impaired physical condition of many 
of the railroads and lo a general failure 
to expand equipment and facilities. \ye 
are in the midst of a serious freight con- 
gestion, and what is virtually an embargo 
upon certain commodities and classes of 
freight. It is a situation which is likely to 
grow worse instead of better. A strike 
which tied up transportation would have 
a paralyzing effect upon commerce and 
industry. 


The railroad brotherhoods possess a, 


power over Iheir own affairs and the af- 
fairs of the country which they can use 
wisely or unwisely. We think they will 
be using it unwisely if they strike arbi- 
trarily. They have presented demands, 
the justice and legitimacy of which can 
be determined only by a careful and thor- 
ough investigation. Their demands rep- 
resent, so far as the public can judge, 
only their side of the case. Yet the public 
is vitally concerned, because an increase 
in wages will necessarily be passed along 
to it in the form of increased freight tar- 
iffs. The effect^of this upon the econom- 
ic conditions of the country are apparent. 


Fairness requires that the railway em- 


ployes throughout the United States shall 
receive adequate wages, based upon the 
value of the services they perform and 
their comfort and advancement beyond 
necessities. If they are not now receiving 
a wage which contributes to this standard 
of living they are entitled to an increase, 
but no increase should be granted until 
its justice is established by full and im- 
partial inquiry. The railroads, have-a 
right to the presentation of tHeir case, 
and the public has rights superior to 
both, because it pays-the bill and its in- 
terests are intricately affected. 


The bill before congress under which' 


the railroads are'to be. returned to their 
owners carries provision for arbitration 
of wages and conditions-of employment. 
Th'is provision should, and doubtless will 
be made comprehensive' and equitable. 
That it is founded-upon sound public pol- 
icy and an impartial consideration of all 
interests involved is, we think, apparent. 
The present demands of -the' railroad' 
brotherhoods ought to be determined on 
the basis contemplated by ibis nct^AVe 
'do-riot see how Ihe pr^idejtit'can.-ailopl 
any other "course thjih .to. request-ami in- 
sist that ibe nieri postpone a slrikc unlil 
a fair and dependable investigation "shall 
determine the mcrils.of Ihcir demands. 
We believe (lie men will profit most-by 
"acquiescence in such a proposal, and 
that they-would aiicnalc llic support of 
public opinion if Ihey rejcclcd it. The ac- 
tion of .the president will be awaited with 
the keenest public interest.

(scabies) is that the disease arises 
from filth, lack of personal cleanli- 
ness. There is as much sense "in this 
notion as in the popular theory that 
colds come from exposure to some 
kind of weather. Scabies is caused by 
a parasite known as Acarus scabiei, 
and Acarus scabiei has 
no choice 


whatever between a clean person and 
a dirty one. To have the itch is no 
more distinctive than it is to have 
the flu. 
Outside of romantic novels and-sex- 


story magazines the frequency with 
which an individual bathes has no ap- 
preciable relation with the individ- 
ual's personal cleanliness and free- 
dom from disease. 


Indeed many skin diseases are di- 
jectly caused by too frequent bath- 
ing. 
Not the least annoying, if the 


least evident to a second person, is 
pruritis. This is the term applied to 
itching without apparent cause—ap- 
plied it is but fair to explain, many 
years ago before the doctors had 
formed any definite opinion as to the 
cause of the itching. In our profes- 
sion, when we don't know anything 
about something we endeavor to put 
a forbidding label on it. That either 
discourages questions or gives one an 
evasive answer to use. 


Most of the sufferers from pruritis 


are over thirty-five. In their tissues, 
[ mean, irrespective of years. About 
thirty-five (in tissues) we attain our 
physical perfection, and very shortly 
we begin the long glide down to sen- 
ility. One of the earliest signs of ap- 
proaching senility is the dryness of 
Lhe skin. In youth the'skin was oily, 
perhaps much too oily for a few years. 
But now, as age looms up head, the 
skin begins' to grow dry and rough 
and harsh and cold.

day. February 9. 1920, total 2.590. 
For the state as a whole 47 cases of 
pneumonia following influenza were 
reported, and 73 deaths from influen- 
za and pneumonia.' Eighteen of the 
largest cities throughout the state 
reported for Monday 399 cas,es of in- 
fluenza, 40 cases of pneumonia. 10 
deaths 'from influenza, and 50 deaths 
from pneumonia. 


For Tuesday, February 10. 1920, 


13 of the largest cities reported 222 
cas.es of influenza, 31 cases of pneu- 
monia, IS deaths from influenza, and 
30 deaths from pneumonia. The re- 
port for Tuesday. February 10, shows 
for the entire state 1.291 cases of in- 
fluenza, reported, with 45 cases of 
pneumonia and 54 deaths from influ- 
enza and pneumonia following influ- 
enza. 


For the eighteen largest cities in 


the state there can bevno doubt but 
that the epidemic is rapidly subsid- 
ing. The number of cases reported 
from day to day for the past week 
indicate a very lapid reduction in the 
number of new cases for these cities. 
For the balance of the state it is im- 
possible to state, as yet, whether or 
not the epidemic is on the decline. 


The total cases reported for Mon- 


day indicate an increase,- but this 
was probably due to the report for 
that day including also the cases re- 
ported on Sunday. It appears' that the 
highest point of the epidemic both 
for the cities and for the rural dis- 
tricts ^ 
board "confidently expects a very ma- 
terial decline in the number of cases 
reported each day. ffom now on. It 
is to be expected that there will not 
be a decline in the number of deaths 
from influenza and pneumonia fol- 
lowing influenza for several days, -in 
fact there may be an increase on ac- 
count of the large number of persons 
who are now ill with this disease. 


From the investigations made in 


various parts of the state and from re- 
ports received daily at the State board 
of 'Health office it is very evident that 
a large number of the deaths occur- 
ring as a result of this epidemic could 
have been avoided, if the instructions 
which the 
board 
have 
published 


throughout the. state had been fol- 
lowed. 


It is very important that every per- 


son who becomes ill with influenza 
should go home at once and go to bed. 
This will help keep away dangerous 
complications, such as 
pneumonia. 


and will at the same time-prevent the 
unnecessary spread of the disease to 
well persons. The board feels confi- 
dent fchat if every one who has influ- 
enza during this epidemic would stay 
in bed or at 'least stay in the house 
for at least four days, after the tem- 
perature registejrs normal, the deaths 
from pneumonia or from other beri- 
ous complications would be reduced 
from 25 percent to 50 percent. .
